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Dean Kayser Plans Retirement; 
Made Historian, Professor Emeritus

• DR. ELMER LOUIS KAYSER, dean of the Division of University Students, has been named 
University Historian. President Carroll, who made the announcement, said that “We are for- 
tunate indeed to have a man of Dr. Kayser’s scholarly ability, experience, and dedicated in- 
terest in the University in this new post.” At the same time, the date of Dr. Kayser’s retire- 
ment as Dean of the Division of University Students was set as September first of this year. 
This will terminate a 45 year 
span as a University adminis- 
trative officer. 

Dr. Kayser will continue in 
his faculty rank as professor 
of history and win continue to 
teach in the fields of European 
civilization and ancient history. 

As Historian, he plans to begin 
work on a full length history of 
the University. 'Our aim,” Dr. 

Kayser says, "is to bring back 
within the University’s reach and 
control either the historical ma- 
terial itself or the knowledge of 
where it can be found and of what 
it consists. We will seek original 
material wherever possible, and 
where not, transcripts, photostats, 
or microfilms will be collected.” 

Dr. Kayser feels that the history 
will be completed before the Uni- 
versity’s 150th anniversary in 
1971. ' „ 

After over 45 years in the 
University, as both a student and 
an instructor-administrator, dean 
of University Students, Elmer L. 

Kayser began his reminiscing. 

Without notes, but with frequent 
references to old HATCHETS, 
commencement programs, and 
Cherry Trees, he spoke of the 
changes that he had seen in the 
University. 

When Dean Kayser came here 
to teach in 1917, the University 
plant consisted of two small build- 
ings on the lot where the library 
now stands. There was a faculty 


of 27, and a student body of around 
400. ‘Today we have grown to a 
student body lO.OOff strong, and 
eight blocks of university land.” 

Dean Kayser's reminiscing took 
the form of critical analysis. He 
made an evaluation that the stu- 
dent body was “less mature — 
younger all over, less attentive to 
personal appearance— sloppy — and 
getting progressively more infor- 
mal.” He feels that students have 
lost the power to communicate 
through both spoken and written 
language, and suggested that this 
was, perhaps, the fault of an en- 
vironment that stressed the spec- 
. tator rather than the participator. 

In a scholastic line, Dean Kay- 
ser noted that students are more 
exclusively interested in the pres- 


ent than in the purely Contempo- 
rary. Their interest in the classics 
has been overcome by perhaps the 
tension that is so intensely felt 
today. 

On the subject of student activi- 
ties Dean Kayser expressed the 
idea that students had less inge- 
nuity in organizing programs for 
their own intellectual stimulation 
and enjoyment. He said that we 
have become "spectators rather 
than participants and doers.” In 
general :
